additional monitoring facility, I recommended to the JAC that this Agency
be directed to expand its present acnlitoring service as a "service of

common cancern® under Section 102 (d) (L) of the National Security Act
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of 1547, as amended, and to coordinate this to aveid duplicating

the existing facilities of the Federal Comrmmnications Comrission and
Armed Fﬁrg’ésv_Secnrity Agency and other organisations into a worldwide
sonitoring oporation. This is not agreed to by the intellicence agencies
of the Arxny, Havy and Air Force. They recomen% matter be piven
further consideration by the United States Commmnications Intelligence
Board and by the Armed FPorces Secwrity hgency Couacil.
